In Oc. 2, the construction of rield 
fortifications was begun about 200 reter: cast cf the border. They consisted 


of seven standing foxholes and one machine gun emplacenent for esch squad. 
Similar fortifications were consixucted 1,000 meters east ef the border, 

and a beavy machine gun emplacement was built near Maxov, The latter was lined 
with boards, covered with beams anc camouflaged with earth. (3) 


h.e A total ef about 1,000 recruits were broughs to the nrigade in Pobozovice 
in duly 1951 and organized into companies of about 1.0 men gach. ‘heir basic 
training was completed on 15 Septerber L9SL, Special courses weve then started 
yvhich included a heavy machine gun cours: for abouts LOGO meno

S, Prior to June 1951, the barracks installations on the west side of Vajnorska 
; costa, in the northeastern sector of Bratislava (P 49/£ 99}, were occupied by 
a motorized and a mounted unit, It was estimated that a total of 2,000 to 

3,000 soldiers were quartered there, About 15 tanks and 30 te 35 Studebaker 
amd Canada {sic) trucks, occupied by infantrymen who were armed with sub= 
machine guns, were repeatedly seen when the motorized unit moved out of the 
installation. About one-half of the tanks were of a former German type and 

the other tanks had bogie wheels and track-supporting rollers and had a 
turret in the center of the hull armed with one machine eun. The strength 
of the mounted unit when moving out of the installation was estimated at 
200 to 250 nen. They were armed with pistols. In ecdition, infantry units 
were repeatedly seen at these barracks installations. (h) 


6 An infantry unit of about 1,000 men wearing red collar patches was quartered 
in an old barracks installation on Molotova vlica in the city center and 
another infantry anit of about 250 men also wearing red collar patches vas 
quartered in an installation on Leningradskaje ulica north of the railroad 
bridge on the southern edge of the city. 


7, An artillery unit of 300 to 400 men was located in tho subsidiary buildings 
of the castle in the southwestern sector of the city. From 10 to 12 trucks 
towing short-barreled guns of about 100-mn were seen following the unit as 
4% marched out of the installation. he basement of the castis brewery was 
used to store arms and ammmitions. The castle was uninhabiteble.
